Rent A Crook 


Could Start Trend 


The Mercury on Wednesday published a story 
about a new service for industry and business. It's 
called “ Rent a Crook." In a nutshell, a business 
hires a new employe He is to act as a normal 
employe for a couple of days and then he starts 
stealing. The boss catches him. chews him out and 
fires him immediately. This is designed to serve 
as a warning to other workers who may or may not 
be putting their fingers in the till. The crook in the 
rent-a-crook scheme gets paid well for his couple 
of days of work. 
>• 
Workers are scared so stealing stops. On the 
surface, it may sound like a good idea but it 
probably will lead toother "rent-a" businesses. 
Here are some that you can expect to see in the 
future. 


RENT A REPORTER - A new reporter is 
hired. The first time he w-rites, "rain failed to 
dampen the spirits' he is chewed out Then w-hen 
he spells “marshall 
instead of "marshal" he is 
again chewed out in front of everyone. He makes 
the error of all errors by using a plural verb with a 
collective noun. For this he is now required to 
wear sackcloth and ashes for three days. Finally 
he misspells the publisher s name. He is publicly 
chewed out and fired on the spot. His press card is 
taken from him and he is jeered as he leaves. This 
will serve as a warning to other reporters not to 
forget that accuracy is their livelihood. 


RENT A PUBLISHER - A "new" publisher 
takes over. He immediately provides raises for all 
union and non-union members. He grants extra 
vacation and sick time to all employes. Every 
couple of days he buys coffee and doughnuts for all 
employes.

Then he arranges for Pottstown's fire com­ 
pany to get a new truck despite the fact that its 
drive is foundering. He then conducts the Pott­ 
stown annual picnic in Pottstown instead of having 
the Pottstown picnic in Gilbertsville. His last 
proposal is to have the town plant oak trees* For 
this infraction he is brought before the board and 
fired. His successor then can be told that 1) Pott­ 
stow n 
sp o rts events m ust be played in 
Collegevilie; 2) Pottstown picnics must be in 
Gilbertsville, and, 31 instead of getting a fire truck 
for a Pottstown company he should have gotten 
one for a Barcelonian village of Nitcumbolia.

Director of Deep Throat' Says Heyday of Porno Flick is Over 


CHICAGO — He directed 
"Deep Throat" and ‘‘The 
Devil in Miss Jones,’’ which 
were the two most notorious 
and sue c ess ful hard-core 
films ever made, but Gerald 
Damiano believes the porno 
flick will soon be a thing of 
the past. 
“The only thing that’s kept 
hard-core going this long is 
the FBI 
and the Nixon 
adm inistration,’’ he says. 
"W ithout censorship to 
e n c o u r a g e 
p e o p l e ’s 
curiosity, the whole thing 
would have been over six 
months ago.” 
This does not, perhaps, 
sound like a man visiting 
town to promote his own new 
h a r d - c o r e 
film. 
But 
Damiano says he’s a realist. 
His latest production is 
"M em ories Within Miss 
Aggie," and his next one will 
be “ P o rtra it,” and that 
should just about do it, he 
says 
His “ Deep Throat” was 
made at a time when he sen­ 
sed that large portions of the 
general public were curious 
to see a porno film. He 
guessed right. Both “Deep 
Throat" and ‘‘Miss Jones” 
made Variety’s list of last 
year’s top 12 grossing films. 
But once the curiosity has 
been satisfied, he said, 
audiences do not necessarily 
come back for more. 
Is it, I asked, the you seen 
one, you seen them all syn­ 
drome? 
BORING ON SCREEN 
"Som ething like that,” 
Damiano said. “I find por­ 
nography by itself to be 
boring on the screen" he 


sighed. “ 1 don’t care what 
the ‘Kama Sutra’ says,” he 
said. “There are not 101 dif­ 
ferent approaches to the sub­ 
ject. There are only three or 
four.” 
To 
get 
a round such 
unavoidable limitations, 
Damiano has turned to 
techniques of greater artistv 
and stronger plots. His early 
films were essentially just 
hard-core potboilers. But 
with “ Deep Throat” he 
added a certain amount of 
humor. And, of course, he 
was working with Linda 
Lovelace. 
*T wrote the film for Lin­ 
da,” he said. “ If it hadn't 
been for her, uh, this par­ 
t i c u l a r skill she had 
developed, there wouldn't 
have b een 
any ‘Deep 
Throat.’ At the time, my par­ 
tners said the title was no 
good, but I was adamant: I 
said it would become a 
household word. And it has.

Jones,” his next film, was 
the first to gather generally 
upbeat m ainstream reviews, 
particularly for the acting of 
his star, Georgina Spelvin.

Y ears /ago, the local 
assessor was an official to be 
feared. 
He'd walk around your 
house, giving it the quick 
lookover. and then tell you 
your assessment. 
It often seemed to happen 
by whim. 
Your politics might have 
b e e n 
an 
i m p o r t a n t 
ingredient in the assessment 
formula. 
It's little wonder that 


assessments are the mess 
they are today. Little won­ 
der that 10 houses with the 
sam e m arket value may 
e a c h 
h a v e 
d iffe re n t 
assessments. 
Supposedly, all properties 
in M ontgom ery County, 
from mansions to hot dog 
stands, are assessed at an 
equal percentage of market, 
value—331-3 per cent. 
But in reality, assessmen­ 
ts range from 1 per cent to 
almost 40 per cent of market 
value. 
A poor widow living in an 


old Pottstow-n row house can 
be paying more real estate 
tax es than a baron of 
industry living in a palatial 
estate in Upper Providen­ 
ce—all because of the con­ 
fusing business of setting 
assessments. 
William P. Wentz, head of 
the M ontgom ery County 
B oard 
of 
Assessments, 
admits that all properties 
are not assessed fairly in the 
county. 
And he takes little comfort 
in the fact that the situation 
is just as confusing and 


inequitable in neighboring 
Berks and Chester Coun­ 
ties—or in most of Penn­ 
sylvania for that matter. 
There are many reasons 
for unequal and unfair 
assessm ents. Montgomery' 
County has had its share of 
unprofessional, incompetent 
and possibly even crooked 
assessors.

sylvania's 67 counties. Mon­ 
tgomery is attempting to 
change the system. 


"When reassessment goes 
in.” Wentz said, “every 
property in the county 
should be assessed at within 
% per cent of its market 
value. I expect the county 
will reassess every three 
years, so assessments will 
hopefully always be within 2 
per cent of true market 
value.* 
Wentz has been working 
on reassessment for the last 
tw’o y e a rs . 
But unlike 
C h ester C ounty, which 
re c e n tly com pleted its 
re a s s e ss m e n t. 
W entz's 
system will allow the county 
to autom atically adjust 
assessments when needed. 
How will Wentz achieve 
this miracle? 


Through computers and 
market analysis, he says. 
Traditionally, an assessor 
looks at each property and 
d e te rm in e s 
its m arket 
value. Then he computes an 
assessment as a percentage 
of value. Under this system, 
it’s almost impossible to 
have equal assessments. 
No two assessors think 
alike. Nobody can make an 
on-the-spot judgment, no 
m atter how good he is. and 
always be consistent and 
accurate. 
Under the new system, 
assessors don’t make any

RECOGNITION 
M osteller explained he 
hosts the picnic because 
nobody ever recognizes all 


subjective judgments when 
they visit a property. 
If they're looking at your 
house, they'll count how' 
many bedrooms you have. 
They will see if you have a 
g a ra g e or a fireplace. 
They’ll m easure the floor 
space of your home—and the 
size of your yard. This and 
ot he r i n form at ion about 
your house will 'be marked 
on a card and later fed *nto a 
computer in Norristown. 
At the same time, county 
assessors also break down 
townships and boroughs into 
"neighborhoods.” 
They’ll determine an area 
around your house where the 
properties are similar. 
T hen, th ey 'll look at 
properties that have sold in 
your neighborhood within 
the last two years. The com­ 
puter will help them analyze 
just what factors went into 
the sale price of those 
homes. Perhaps, in your 
neighborhood, the more 
bedroom s you have—the 
higher the price of the house. 
Maybe a house with a 
garage sells higher than one 
without, Maybe it doesn’t 
These “factors” of value will 
be determ ined for each, 
neighborhood, 
Your assessment will be 
based on whatever factors 
a re actually important, 
based on recent sales of 
homes in your neighborhood 
which are similar to yours. 
If the trend shows a house 
similar to yours is selling for 
$40,000. your house will be 
given a m arket value of 


$40.000 for purposes of 
assessment. 
If there aren't enough 
properties being sold in your 
neighborhood to give the 
assessors a true picture of 
your home's market value, 
the assessors will find a 
neighborhood sim ilar in 
c o m p o s i tio n t o y o u r s 
somewhere else in the coun­ 
ty. 
Before any assessments 
are issued, the assessors will 
check their conclusions 
t h r o u g h 
s e v e r a l 
mathematical formulas. 
Once reassessments are 
put into effect, it’ll be 
relatively easy to reassess. 
Wentz says. If assessments 
a re m ade in 1977 and 
reassessment is needed in 
1979. the assessors will look 
at properties similar to 
yours, in your neighborhood, 
that have sold within those 
two years. 
They m ight determine 
that a house like yours has 
gone up in value 5 per cent 
over that time. Then you'll 
be reassessed at 5 per cent 
higher value. If the value 
.h as dropped - - - your 
assessment will drop. 
The system, of course, is 
not perfect. But it’s certainly 
better than the present 
system. Wentz claims. 
“ D a v id 
B a rr, chief 
assessor of Centre County. 
University Park, has been 
using the system for four or 
five years with great suc­ 
cess,” Wentz said. 
“But most counties don’t 
want to get into the system

Chlorine Supply Shortage

If p ro p ertie s are all 
assessed at an average of 12 
per cent of market value 
before reassessm ent—and 
reassessed to reflect 33 1-3 
p e r 
c e n t 
of 
ma r k e t 
value—the municipalities 
and school district could get 
a windfall of tax money. But 
school districts, which deter­ 
mine millage. can respond 
by lowering millage to bring 
tax bills back into line. 


Linford Moyer, assistant 
superintendent for business 
of the Pottstow n School 
District, vows his school 
district will lower millage 
when reassessment comes. 
"If we get $3.000.000 in local 
taxes before reassessment 
we should get $3.000.000 after 
reassessment,” he says, 


Thus, if the assessments 
double, the school district 
should cut its millage in half. 
If the borough cuts its 
millage in half and the coun­ 
ty cuts its millage in half, the 
total taxes being collected 
would remain the same. 
Some individual taxpayers 
would 
be paying more 
tax...and many others would 
be paying less tax. 


But many municipalities 
may not look at it that way. 
'The school districts can cut 
its taxes a little and still get 
a 
windfall 
of money, 
knowing the people will 
probably blam e the tax 
increase on the assessors. 


“That’s how it’s happened 
before.” Wentz said. "But 
there’s no reason we have to 
r a i s e 
a s s e s s m e n t s to 
one-third of m arket value. 
All we have to do is make 
assessments equal.” 
The chief assessor said he 
hopes assessments can be 
set at about 20 per cent 
slightly increasing the total 
tax base. 
“ Then, if the 
s c h o o l 
d i s t r i c t s and 
municipalities keep their tax 
millages the same, it won’t 
hurt the taxpayer as much.”

• Provide only the space 
you actually need.

• Cut down on spaces for 
little used areas. Example — 
how large does a formal 
living room need to be if you 
only use the family room” 
• C o n sid e r 
m ulti-use 
rooms — living room-dining 
room, office-guest room. 
• Place main entrances 
where they will be protected 
from winter winds. 
• Provide an entry wav in 
the home to trap outside air 
and keep it from, spreading 
through the house 
• Locate “ hot rooms'' — 
kitchen, laundry — in cooler 
sections of the home, away 
from the west sun 
» Design and orient the 
house so that you do not have 
large west windows that are 
not shaded. 
• Protect windows from 
the sun’s rays by means of 
shades, screens, and roof 
overhangs. 
• Avoid large expanses of 


concrete or blacktop directly 
adjacent to large windows 
• Landscape the yard to 
provide trees to shade the 
roof and west windows 
• Select 
window treat­ 
ment with an eye towards 
insulating qualities 
• Carpet floors 
Carpets 
and rugs are warmer than 
smooth flooring 
• Consider colors of rooms 
in relation to the location in 
the home. Warm colors — 
reds and yellows — will 
make cool rooms seem war­ 
mer Cool colors — blues and 
greens — will make rooms 
seem cooler

Narrow- 
and wide-mouth 
pint and quart Mason, jars 
generally cost $2 to $2 40 for 
a case of 12. replaceable lids

range from $18 to $55. depen­ 
ding on the size You also 
need a rack to set the jars 
on 
Optional equipment 
includes grippers for ease in 
handling hot jars. 
FINDING SUPPLIES 
You may have difficulty in 
finding supplies

has nearly 
d r a i n e d 
i n v e n t o r i e s , 
although manufacturers of 
jars and pressure earners 
'have stepped, up production 
from 25 to 50 per cent over 
last year. 
Not only are top manufac­ 
turers — Ball. Kerr. Mirro 
and Presto — swamped with 
orders, they also have to 
contend with a shortage of 
raw materials — soda ash, 
for glass, tin plate for lids, 
neoprene and aluminum for 
pressure canners — plus 
increased labor costs and a 
markup on raw materials 
T h a t’s 
w hv 
equipm ent 
prices are 5 to 10 'per cent 
higher this year, and it’s 
likely they'll go up again 
next vear 


If you still are determined 
to try your hand at canning 
this summer, here are some 
tips that might prove useful,: 
Check the major outlets 
for canning supplies — 
superm arkets,

stores and discount stores 
.Ask a relative or neighbor 
with a steam pressure-can- 
ner if you can borrow it. for a 
few days. It’s the only safe 
wav to process home-canned

"Look for a boom in town 
house or cluster develop­ 
ments which have only a 
sma 11 n u m be r of bed rooms. ’ * 
he said "Young couples will 
opt for a nice study or large 
en tertaining 
area rather 
than

bedrooms.” 


Holladay s report pointed 
to statistics showing that 
while the overall population 
growth rate will 'be 5.64 per 
cent between now and 1980. 
the projected increase for 
young adults from 20 to 34 
years old is 1,8.79 per cent. 


The statistics also show 
women marrying at slightly 
over 21 now. compared with 
20.1 
y e a rs in 
1956 
Men 
married at 22 5 in 1956 and 
23.2 today. 
In 
addition. 
Holladay s report showed 
that the under-20 population 
will drop 3.3 per cent by 1980. 
and that “ consequently the 
p ro p o rtio n 
of 
fam ilies 
without children will rise.” 


Although 
some couples 
with high incomes and no 
children may still seek “the 
traditional advantages of 
home and land ownership. 
Holladay said, he thinks they 
m ay 
e x e r c is e 
another 
option. They might buy a 
condominium or townhousc 
in or near the city where 
they work and a second 
home at a lake, ocean or ski 
resort

APPRECIATE GREATLY 
“I will appreciate greatly your taking time from 
your busy schedule to participate in this all important 
program.” 
“Sincerely, Richard M. Nixon.” 
I have just drafted my reply. 
.Dear President Nixon: 
Sorry I didn’t answer your letter of Dec. 2,1968, a lit­ 
tle sooner. Actually, I dictated a reply at the time. But 
my secretary accidentally erased it. (Ha, ha. That’s a 
joke, bub.) 
To be honest, though, the reason I didn’t answer was 
that I didn’t know anybody’ who had all the qualities 
you asked for in your letter: “The best minds in 
America to meet the challenge of'this rapidly changing 
world.” Most of my friends can barely meet the 
challenge of their rent. 
I do have one friend who is pretty bright, but that’s 
why he voted against you in the first place. 
Now, however, I understand what kind of people you 
really wanted. Why didn’t you say so in the beginning? 
Boy, I can get you all of those you need. 
Pops Panczko is a good example. He’s been a burglar 
for more than 40 years. And I mean a real burglar, not 
one of those goofy amateur sneaks that you use. 
The next time you want some joint knocked over, you 
get Pops. Even if he is ought, he’ll come up with a 
good excuse. Like if he broke into a psychiatrist’s 
office, he’d say that he woke up in the middle of the 
night feeling crazy and thought he’d like to talk to 
somebody about it. And he won t ask you for hush 
money. An autographed picture will be enough. He’s a 


patriot all the way. 
I know you’ve been having trouble finding an attor­ 
ney general who can handle the job. Let me recom­ 
mend Ed Hanrahan of Chicago. He’s got the two 
qualifications you seem to look for in filling that 
position: Hanrahan is big on law and order, and he was 
once indicted.

I 
know Ron Ziegler can tell tall stories with a straight 
face. But Bush is so furtive that if he liked a reporter, 
he’d call him at home late at night and whisper: “No 
comment. And don’t tell anyone you got it from me.” 
Bush has been indicted, too, so that ought to tell you 
that he’s got what it takes to be on your team. 


THAT SPECIAL LOOK 
With Bob Haldeman and John Ehrlichman gone, you 
don’t have anybody around with that special look in 
their eyes. You know the' look I mean. It .sort, of says: 
“You are a bug and I will step on you.” 
So you might consider Chicago Alderman Tom 
Keane. Anything Bob and John could do, Keane can do 
meaner. He’ll tell you when to stonewall it, or when to 
hunker down, or when to take the hangout road, or any 
of the other strange things you go in for. He can help 
you with your real estate investments, tell you how to 
save a few dollars on your taxes, and otherwise assist 
you in meeting the challenges of this rapidly changing 
world. 
If you ask me, the place you really need help is in 
your appointments to the Supreme Court. That 8-0 
decision against you was just shocking.

Ford Disappointed 
Artificial 
Sweetener 
I I 
Is Approved With Indications 


Liberty Bell 
To Be Placed 
New Spot 


WASHINGTON (API - 
The government announced 
Friday approval, except for 
cooking 
and bottled soft 
drinks, of a new artificial 
sweetener rated as 180 times 
sweeter than sugar, weight 
for weight and calorie for 
calorie. 
The 
material, 
called 
aspartame, is a synthetic 
product made from two of 
the natural building blocks 
of protein. 
Its approval by the Food & 
Drug Administration comes 
at a time when the FDA still 
is considering a petition to 
reinstate the cylcamates. 
Cyclamates were banned 
from the market about three 
years ago as alleged causers 
of cancer in animals. 


Approval also comes at a 
time 
when saccharin — 
shoved 
into 
the 
void 
cyclamate 
left 
in 
the 
artificial sweetener field — 
has itself been accused of 
causing cancer in animals. A 
panel of scientists convened 
by the National Academy of 
Sciences at FDA request has 
been considering the sac­ 
charin allegation. 
In 
an 
announcement 
published in the Federal 
Register, the FDA approved 
aspartame in a wide range 
of 
materials 
including 
gelatins, puddings, break­ 
fast cereals, dessert top­ 
pings, fillings and as a dry 
basis 
for 
mix-it-yourself 
beverages or as as a sub­ 
stitute for sugar in coffee 
and tea. 
An FDA spokesman said 
that for the time being, the 
new food additive will not be 
approved as an ingredient 
for use in bottled soft drinks 
or cooking. 


On the matter of cooking, 
the agency said that the heat 
required 
for frying and 
baking foods tends to break 
down 
aspartame 
into a 
produce 
called 
diketopiperazine with a con­ 
sequent loss of sweetness 


As for the bottled soft 
drinks limitation, an FDA 
spokesman told a reporter 
this 
is 
because 
of 
a 
“technological 
problem” 
and has nothing to do with 
any question of safety.

CHICAGO (AP) - Vice 
President Gerald Ft Ford 
said Friday he is disappoin­ 
ted by indications the House 
Judiciary Committee will 
vote

impeachment, and 
reiterated 
his 
conviction 
that 
Presiden.!, Nixon is 
innocent. 
Even if the full House 
votes impeachment, Ford 
said, he does not think that 
Nixon 
should 
resign, 
because such a move could 
indicate that the President is 
guilty. 
The vice president again 
charged that a group of 
Democratic members of the 
Judiciary Committee, whom 
he declined to name, are 
bent on seeking impeach­ 
ment of Nixon because they 
want to undo the results of 
the 1972 election. 
He also said the nation 
should not permit impeach­ 
ment proceedings to hinder 
efforts 
to 
stop 
rising 
inflation. 
Ford spoke at a White 
House 
seminar 
on 
the 
economy 
for Midwestern 
businessmen 
and 
professionals and at a news 
conference during a one-day 
stay here. 
The Judiciary Committee 
is expected to recommend 
articles of impeachment to 
the full House. Asked about 
that. Ford said, “I’m disap­ 
pointed that the margin in 
the committee is not closer. 
But

and what was said by those 
who oppose impeachment 
are more persuasive to me 
and reaffirm my own convic­ 
tion that the President is 
innocent.” 
He said he will not do any 
arm-twisting to ward off an 
impeachment vote in the 
House but “will, if asked, 
express my views to the 
members.”

IMPEACHMENT: What Is It? How Does It Work? What Does It Mean? 


Editor’s Note: As the im­ 
peachment 
process 
ap­ 
proaches another milestone, 
many 
Americans

States,

Nixon. 
Since 
t hat tim e, the 
mechanics of impeachment 
h a v e 
m o v e d 
s t e a d i l y —s o m e t i m e s 
o b scu re 1 y—for w a rd . But 
this week, as the House 
J u d i c i a r y 
C o m m i t t e e 
prepares to vote on Articles 
of Im peachm ent against 
Nixon, 
the 
process of 
impeachment reaches its fir­ 
st real watershed 
Despite millions of words 
of testimony, and exhaustive 
coverage in the press, many 
Americans remain confused 
about impeachment: What it 
is, how it works, what it 
means. 
The following series of 
questions 
and answers 
about the impeachment 
process is intended to clarify 
some of the issues involved 
in this attempt to deal with 
what Ai.exan.der Hamilton 
called 
“ Those offenses 
which proceed from the 
misconduct of public men." 
Question. 
If President. 
Nixon, is impeached, does 
that

A n sw er, 
No. 
1 mpeach- 
ment means only one thing 
— 
t hat 
the 
House of 
Representatives feels there 
is enough evidence against 
the President to justify his 
being brought to trial 
Q 
Where 
would the 
President be tried9 
A. Before the U, S.. Senate.. 
Q. Well. how does that 
work9 
A. There are three steps. 
The first is under way right 
now 
A committee of the 
H o u s e 
of 
R e p r e s e n ­ 
tatives—the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee—is trying to deter­ 
mine whether there are 
adequate grounds on which 
to recom m end President 
Mi xon ’sim peach ment. 
The com.mitt.ee then, repor­ 
ts its recommendation to the 
entire House. If the commit­ 
tee finds that President 
Nixon should be impeached, 
the House votes on the 
recommendation. 
If the 
House agrees with the com­ 
mittee's recommendation by 
a 
m a j o r i t y 
vote, 
the 
President 
is considered 
impeached 
It is just as if he were 
indicted by a grand jury. By 
impeaching the President, 
the House is simply saying 
that the charges against him 
are serious enough that 
he should stand trial. 
The last step would be the 
President"s trial, before the 
Senate. 
Q What does the Senate 
do9 
A.. It hears the evidence 
against the President. It 
weighs the arguments of the 
P resident’s defense 
And 
then, it votes on whether the 
President 
is innocent or 
guilty—just as a jury would 
do in a courtroom trial 


Unlike a. jury, however, 
the Senate is not required to 
return a unanimous verdict 
of guilt. If two-thirds of the 
se n a t o rs 
vote that the 
President is guilty, be stands 
convicted 


Q. If the President is con­ 
victed by the Senate, would 
he go to jail. 
A. No. The Senate only has 
the power to remove him, 
from office 
If that hap­ 
pened, 
Vice 
President 
Ge ra ld 
R. 
Ford would 
become President. 
Q You know, this sounds 
pretty drastic. Isn't it true 
that no President has ever 
been, impeached.?1 
A One President has been 
i m p e a c h e d —but 
found 
innocent President Andrew 
Johnson, who took office1 
after the assassination of 
Abra ha m 
Lincoln, was 
impeached by the House and 
■went on trial before the 
Senate. The Senate acquit­ 
ted him by one vote, and he 
stayed in office.

were Presidents John Tyler, 
Grover Cleveland. Herbert 
Hoover. Harry Truman and

Q Well, I never heard of 
that. What happened to those 
resolutions9 
A Except in the case of 
Andrew Johnson—who was 
im peached—none of the 
other efforts was approved 
by the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. In other words, the 
committee did not recom­ 
mend to the entire House 
that the President should be 
impeached, so the matter 
was dropped 
But other government 
offi cers—most of them 
j u d g e s - h a v e 
b e e n 
impeached by the House and 
tried in the Senate 
Q You 
mean someone 
tesid.es the President could 
be impeached9 
A. Right 
Twelve cases 
have 
gone through the 
impeachment process and 
actually reached the Senate 
for a vote on guilt or innocen­ 
ce One involved President 
Andrew Johnson, one a. 
senator, another a. cabinet 
officer, and nine involved 
federal judges 
The Senate convicted four 
of these people and removed 
them from office-all judges 
Here is 
how- the Con­ 


stitution puts it: 
“ The 
President. Vice 
President and 
all civil 
officers of the United States, 
shall be removed from office 
on impeachment for, and 
conviction 
of. treason, 
bribe ry, 
or other high 
crimes and misdemeanors. ” 
Q Now there’s a line I’ve 
heard before-high crmies 
and misdemeanors, Can you 
tell me what "high crimes" 
President Nixon has com­ 
mitted? 
A. During the past weeks, 
a long list of charges against 
the President 
was con­ 
sidered by the Judiciary 
Committee. These charges 
have been boiled <||wn by 
the committee staff into four

impeachment. They allege

stituted a fraud.

misdemeanors in the con­ 
duct of his office." 
. Q. I don’t quite see how 
such 
a c 11 v i. t i es—assuming 
the President participated in 
them—can be called ‘‘high 
crim es." To me, murder isa 
'high crime — or armed rob­ 
bery. or rape. 
A. We often think of high 
crimes as being *‘violent" or 
"serious’’ crimes, as you 
suggest. Yet legal scholars 
seem agreed that at the time 
the Constitution was drafted, 
the term "high crimes and 
misdemanors’’ had a very 
d e f i n i t e 
m e a n i n g 
In 
English law, it signified 
political crimes rather than 
a c t u a l 
c r i m i n a l 
con­ 
duct-such things as misap­ 
plication of funds, abuse of 
power, neglect of duty. 
Q. There 
is 
nothing 
"definite" about that at all 
When you say "abuse of 
pow er" and 
"neglect of 
duty." it seems to me you 
are leaving the President 
open to attack—and possible

This 
report highlights 
recent dram atic changes 
K a r e n 
L e r n e r , 
who 
produced the story, spent a 
month working with an NBC 
News film crew in Kenya: in. 
the bush country, in the 
animal parks, in the cities of 
Mobasa and Nairobi. 
Ian Parker, wildlife con­ 
sultant and former ivory 
trader, says in the report: 
“The all-time high price of 
ivory was largely brought 
about 
by the monetary 
crisis. If you’ve got a. fistful 
of rotten dollars and you’re 
terrified that they’re going 
to devalue the next day. 
well, you’re going to buy 
ivory — you go back to your' 
traditional currencies: gold 
and diamonds and ivory." 
An Indian trader notes fur­ 
ther that “ ivory is so much 
in fashion, especially ivory 
ornaments for ladies.’’ 
The 
report looks into 
i l l e g a l 
ivory 
trading, 
poaching, and “cropping.” 
“ Cropping is a pretty 
revolting business,” says 
Parker. “ It must be rather 
l i k e 
w o r k i n g 
in 
a 
slaughterhouse . . . I have 
been involved (in croppingi 
in 
Uga n da 
w'here the 
authorities decided that the 
elephant population of Mur­ 
chison Falls National Park 
had to be reduced by 2.000 
and that is what my com­ 
pany did.” 
And he voices a sense of 
“horror" over the course 
most, conservationists are 
taking. 


“So much of conservation is 
anti social.” he says. “It is 
essentially. ‘Thou shalt not' 
to other h um an s... Take the 
case of poaching in East 
Africa 
The pressure upon 
people in Africa today to join 
the monetary economy is 
enormous . . . If there is no 
source of money other than 
wi l dl i f e, 
t he 
poacher 
poaches for money. He has 
to have money, and the con- 
so ( conservationist> who 
condemns him is a nitwit.” 
The heart of the matter, as 
Parker sees it. is human 
overpopulation. Elephants 
are nomadic and are given 
to wandering hundreds of 
miles in search of food and 
water 
Being confined in parks 
prevents their doing this. 
And the parks are getting 
smaller as humans encroach 
upon the animals. 
He tells of a herd of 
elephants that was “conser­ 
ved to death.” “In Tsavo 
Park in Kenya in 1970-71 
there was a massive die-off. 
There was a very dry spell.. 
. at least 6.000 elephants died 
and possibly substantially 
more. So that the policy of 
leaving them alone still did 
not avoid the effect of com­ 
pression by humans.'’

Qualities of Thomas Paine

Thomas Paine is hardly a 
household word Yet he was 
as authentic a revolutionary 
tero as they.

w'ho never stooped to na­ 
tionalism. No one’s voice 
was 
more 
effective 
in 
rallying Americans dunng 
the grim days of the War of 
Independence.

Adams, 
who never liked 
him. 
said that

Paine ’ s pen, * * Washington 
would 
have 
wielded his 
sword in vain." 
But when Paine died in 
1809 in America, he was 
under furious attack by the 
Federalists as an atheist, a 
radical and a drunkard. As 
David Hawke shows in this 
splendid biography, the first 
two charges were wrong, the

much had opinion, swung 
against 
the 
inspired old 
propagandist that no leader, 
from Jefferson down, ven­ 
tured a public word of trib­ 
ute to Paine on his passing 
Paine, 
in 
short, 
had 
become

Controversial. 
Figure, and he was for many 
years a misunderstood and 
neglected one Hawke's book 
helps to redress the balance 
Paine

times 
ungrateful to long-suffemg 
friends, self-deceptive and 
strongly devoted to the bot­ 
tle Without minimizing the 
flaw's. Hawke defines his 
qualities of greatness which,

Paine never 
was a gentleman and to took 
his case to the people in for­ 
ceful. direct language they 
could understand It was an 
offense conservatives of the 
day never forgave him 
After the American war. 
Paine returned to Europe1 to 
promote an iron bridge to1 
had designed. Caught up in 
the French Revolution, he 
made 
the 
mistake

She got her start in Los .An­

"Mv sister dressed me up to 
look older She and a girl­ 
friend needed money to go 
out I won S10 and they gave 
me SI and took me back 
home. They cleaned my face 
up so my mother wouldn't 
know and they took $9 and 
left... 
"My mother found out and 
she wasn't as mad as I 
thought she’d be. I started 


singing with amateur shows 
and 
around bands and 
playing hookey from, school, 
until finally I recorded with 
Johnny Otis. My mother 
figured she'd go along with, 
it. She got a tutor to travel 
with me and she traveled 
with me. too. We went on the 
road with Johnny Otis for 
four years. I was the star of 
the showr: I'd had the hit 
records 
"It was very hard. The 
tutor was along for the ride. 
I couldn’t study on a bus. I 
had to sleep on the bus .and 
the next town I wasn't in any 
shape to go to any class for 
an hour or two. 
"I've often thought if I had 
a daughter or son. would I 
allow them to do that? I 
wouldn't want them doing it 
— not at that age. But then. 
I've always thought, if it’s 
there and you've been 
exposed to it. it’s hard to 
suppress it. You either let 
them go in show business or 
they'll slip off and do it. I 
imagine that's what I would 
have done.” 
Miss Phillips had her first 
hit record at 15. in 1949, 
"Double Crossing Blues.' In

me,” another hit. for Lenox 
Records, a company which 
was sold to Atlantic...

"I 
think the Beatles opened a 
lot of doors for blacks They 
sent for me to do a special in 
London with them 'because 
they said my version of that 
song was the best they’d 
heard.

Miss Phillips was bom in 
Galveston.

report. It is one of 200 
separate facilities in the 
state dealing with juvenile 
delinquents. 
It is a group home housing 
a staff of seven, and 12 boys 
from the greater Boston 
area who range in age from 
16 to 18 The boys are major 
offenders, charged variously 
with attem pted murder, 
arson, breaking and 
entering, assault and bat­ 
tery and car-stealing 
NBC News cameras spent 
10 days in the house 
following one boy, Michael 
F , 17. Viewers will see his 
introduction to the house, his 
sessions with counselors, 
confrontations with coun­ 
selors over drugs and pills 
.he has brought into the house 
on the sly, his participation 
in the weekly meetings 
where group games are 
designed to build trust 
The report closes with the 
group voting on whether 
Michael is to stay or go. 
D irector of Hastings 
House is Woody Hensley, 
former Marine, Baptist 
minister and college 
teacher. He says: “What is 
the answer to delinquency7 
With every kid it’s different 
... I wish we had a for­ 
mula ” 
Each boy must go to 
school or work, or both. The 
only time he must be in the 
house is for dinner, at the 
weekly Thursday night 
meeting and for his curfew 
at night The doors are never 
locked. The average stay 
eight or nine months.

Zealand. The Haileys left on 
their lengthy sailing adven­ 
ture in mid-1972 and, at first, 
all went well. Then, on Mar­ 
ch 4, 1973, they were sailing 
some 250 miles from the 
Galapagos 
Islands 
when 
“we felt a jolt on the port 
side which shook the boat 
with a report like a small 
explosion." 
'Their boat had been struck 
by a huge whale. Efforts to 
repair the hole he had made 
in the craft were not suc­ 
cessful and the water poured 
in. The Baileys fled the 
sinking craft in a life raft 
and 
a 
small 
rubber 
d i n g h y . 
quickly 
throwing aboard what sup­ 
plies they could. 
At first the Baileys were 
sure they would be rescued 
quickly. But as the days 
passed on the vast sea and 
seven ships sailed by without 
seeing 
them, 
Maurice 
realized that “what I had 
failed to comprehend was 
the vastness of that ocean 


and the fact that we were a 
mere speck of human flot­ 
sam." Under a burning sun, 
punctuated on occasion by 
\iolent storms, the Baileys 
drifted some 1,500 miles for 
118 days across the Pacific 
Ocean before they finally 
were rescued by a Korean 
fishing boat. 
This book is the story of 
that incredibly long period of 
drifting. 
It 
describes in 
minute detail just how the 
Baileys were able to survive 
those months at sea with lit­ 
tle to take their minds off 
their plight and little to eat 
and drink. Their tale is not a 
grim one, however, since the 
Baileys were determined to 
survive. While their spirits 
often were battered, they 
never broke. Which can be 
seen in the fact that they 
spent a good bit of their time 
discussing the boat they 
would build when rescued 
and the voyages they then 
would take.

Balloonist Bob Sparks: 


I Still Want to 
Cross the Atlantic 


Bob Sparks, a former jockey and 
singer who is now entertainment 
director at a hotel in the Pocono 
Mountains of Pennsylvania, wants 
to become the first man to cross 
the Atlantic in a hot-air balloon. 
The 38-year-old native of Virginia, 
who now has homes in Gladstone, 
N.J., and! ¡Easton, Pa., is not dis­ 
turbed that his original plan to 
attempt a crossing this summer 
went awry—or that he failed last 
year. "The people who were build­ 
ing my balloon couldn’t get it done 
quickly enough," the bang-haired 
Sparks says, "and a balloon is 
something you just don’t build in 
a hurry. I still want to try to make 
it across the Atlantic, and it doesn't 
worry me that Tom Gatch, who 
tried it in February, was lost at ¡sea 
somewhere. 1 knew Tom' well, and 
1 knew he wouldn’t make it. He 
wasn't carrying enough supplies. 
But balloonists don’t try to dis­ 
courage other balloonists. None of 
us has succeeded often enough to 
be absolutely certain that: anyone 
really has all the answers.**... 
Sparks—who insists “we’re really 
not kooks like the guy in Jules 
Verne’s book, ‘Around the World in 
Eighty Days’" —is unflagging in his 
desire. “To make the 3,200-mile 


trip you need four or five days of 
favorable winds and plenty of sup­ 
plies to 860 you through,;"’ he 
points out, "'‘—and plenty of luck. 
Bad luck cost me my chance last 
August.” When Sparks took off 
from Bar Harbor, Maine, on August 
9,1973, at 6:25 a.m¡.f the weather 
forecasts indicated no signs of 
turbulence ahead. Sparks 
ascended in a northern trajectory 
over the eastern ¡provinces of 
Canada. “The first: night out,” he 
recall Is, "I went to sleep about 
nine o’clock. I had 'two alarms set. 
One would go off if the craft sud­ 
denly went 50' feet: up or 5G feet 
down. Another would go' off If the 
balloon went 75 feet in either direc­ 
tion. These alarm systems are 
basic in bal!looning. If you’re drop­ 
ping too quickly, you let out some' 
ballast—usually bags of sand. If 
you’re rising too quickly you have 
to pump more heat into the balloon 
because it gets three-and-a-half 
degrees colder for each 1,000 feet 
that you rise. A hot-air balloon 
starts out with 3,'500 degrees of 
heat inside. “At about 9:15 that 
night,” Sparks continues,“a bolt 
of lightning woke me suddenly. 1 
froze in my position. Illy first 
thought was, "Don’t move; i it 
thinks you're friendly, maybe it’ll 
go' away.’ 1 could smell my ¡hair 
burning. Then big drops of rain 
started pouring down. The' balloon 
started heading down very 'quickly. 
I immediately threw out 150 pounds 
of ¡ballast, but the balloon kept 
falling, spinning at 14 revolutions 
per minute. Lightning! tells con­ 
tinued to hit the balloon. There 
must have been about '40 bolts of 
lightning! altogether. Needless to 
say, I was pretty frightened.”. .. 
Sparks recalls that by keeping his 
wits about him, he was finally able 
to steer himself safely down to 
earth with the help of radio con­ 
tacts in the Canadian Air Forcé. 
“I landed! safely about 60 miles east 
of Nova Scotia," he ¡remembers, 
“on Cape Breton Island. All told, 
it took: about eight hours of work 
to keep the balloon up and! myself 
awake, and! when I finally got: down 
it was about 2:3 hours and 50 min­ 
utes after my takeoff the morning

People Quiz

Do\bu Know About 
Your Sense of Smell? 


TRUE OR FALSE? 
1. Smells can affect your emotions— 
and even your sense of judgment. 
2. How things smell to you depends 
on how old you are. 
3. At a certain age almost everything 
smells good. 
4. Some people smell odors, scents 
and aromas that aren’t there at all. 
5. Eating plays havoc with your sense 
of smell. 


ANSWERS 
1. True—in a great many cases. British 
Columbia Research Council studies 
cite the manifold effects of the emo­ 
tional impact of a smell. As one ex­ 
ample, it’s pointed out that “The vast 
trade in perfumes is based on this, 
and even such unromantic objects as 
secondhand cars can. be' given an 
added market value by an artfully ap­ 
plied *new car smell.’” As one investi­ 
gator has noted in summing up the 
findings of researchers, the sense of 
smell and the emotions are intimately 
linked. 
2. True. University studies show that 
our sense of smell becomes progres­ 
sively less acute as we grow older. 
And in a study of people past middle 
age it was found that more than 25 
percent had lost their ability to dif­ 
ferentiate between one smell and an­ 
other or to perceive the odors of vari­ 
ous test substances offered them. In 
another investigation, an even higher 
percentage of people of retirement 
age were unable to detect the odor of 
ordinary gas employed in cooking and 
heating. 


True or False: Some people 
smell odors, scents and aromas 
that aren’t there at all. 
(See number 4) 


3. True. University studies of small 
children’s olfactory function — or 
sense of smell—show that infants and 
smalt children are actually intrigued 
by smells that would cause an older 
person to hold Ms nose. As one re­ 
search specialist has observed, the 
smell of various malodorous sub­ 
stances “is considered pleasant prior 
to the age of five and unpleasant 
thereafter.” 
4. True. Studies show that in such 
cases the olfactory sense sends the 
brain false “smell” messages that may 
run a wide gamut of scents, odors and 
aromas—ranging from the smell of 
something burning to an exotic fra­ 
grance. In each instance the smell sen­ 
sation is exactly the same as though 
the odor were actually present. The 
experts term this often-baffling phe­ 
nomenon “parosmia.” And it goes to 
show that a person's nose doesn’t al­ 
ways know what it thinks it knows. 
5. True—so far as the perception of 
food odors goes. Researchers have 
demonstrated that a person's nose has 
the greatest capacity to detect and ap­ 
preciate the aroma of various foods 
before eating. After the appetite has 
been sated, the sense of smell suffers 
markedly—and the tantalizing fra­ 
grances of delectable viands don’t 
pack the potency they did 
when the person was hungry.
